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France andl Prussia —=The War Prospeet.

Onr latest news trom Kurope Is to the affaot
that the war fever bas pot subsided. King
William of Prussia was ou a military inspac-
tion tour thronghout the Northern Confedera-
tion, the Emperor Napoleon was at the camp
of Chalons, aod a report of & war apeech
(afterwards contradioted with salutary resalts)
made te the army sent the Rentes down
alarmingly., Military fuspeotion made by the
chief of North Germany thronghoat the Con-
federation and protracted visits to ths head-
guarters of the French army mads by the
chief of the Btate do, at the present moment,
say the peacemekers what they may, mean
something serfous. Happosing, however, that
our belief in the peace prospect of Earope was
much stronger thaun it I, and that we conld
aflord to explain away the Kiog of Pruassia’s
visit to Saxony and the Lmperor Nupoleon’s
visit to the camp at Chalons, wa shonld still
feel perplexed by the extraordinary senaitive-
negs of the I'aris Bourse, If French capital-
ists have faith in the peace intentions of the
Emperor whersfors this fearfalnsss at the
Bourse, this extraordinary trembliog of the
monetary balance ! The excitement at the
Bourse on Tuesday is explicable only on the
principle that VFrench capitalists, whataver
faith they wmay have in the empire, do not
believe in peace. '

We have already, on several occasions of
late, etated our reasone for belisving in the
probability of an early war between Fraoce
and 'mssis.  For the present, therefore, we
do not deem it necessary to repeat them. In
yesterday's Horold we gave it a8 our opinion
that war was aveldable only on one condi-
tion, viz., that Prasssia relingnich her hold on
the Rhine provinces, As thers ig little likeli-
Lood of Prassia doiug this, aud as there is just
as little likelihood of Irance being contentad
with anything short of this, the qnestion be-
comes of paramonnt importance, luo the ¢vant
ot war breaking out between France and
Prusgia on which side lis the chances of sug.
ceas ! The question is mnioa—perhaps too
nice, in the opinion of sowma persons, to
be definitely answered. Still, it i4 the gnes.

tion par ercellence of the moment, and
deserves attention. If Prance i3 ifa every
respeot  stronger in  herself, belter pre-
pared to Dbegin, and betler prepared

to carry on war, there are fow who will hesi-
tate to say that Fraoce must ba the victor.
If, on the other huud, Prossis is in every
respect stronger, batter prepared to begin and
better prepared to carry on war, there ara just
a8 few who will hesitate to eay that Prassia
must be the victor. Which, then, i in most
favorable circumstanoces for such a struggle—
France or Prussin? Of the two we hesitate
not to say—aud we say it not Dbecause we are
influenced by any pro-I'rench sympathy, bat
from & slmple regard to trath, after a careful
examination of all the facts of the case—
France is unquestionably in the most hopefal
condition. In the first place France is a homo-
gﬁnwua and compact nation, while Prussia in
er new conditions is a heterogeneous and fll.
orqanized coufederation. So far, therafore, as
union is streugth, the chances are in favor of
France. Intheeecond place Franos has a larger
opulation, & larger army and inevery respeot
rger resources than the North German Con-
federation. The area of North Germany fs
less by a fifth than that of Franes. In 1866
the population of North Germany was little
over thirly millions, while that of France was
thirty-eight millions, The standing armies in
the two countries are perhaps very much the
game; but while I"rance has always six han-
dred thonsand in reserve, the reserve of North
Germany does not excesd three hundred
thousand. It i3 difficult to conceive how
King William could get together at once, and
without placing society in peril, the nine hun-
dred thousand men on whom Napoleon can
count with the ntmost confldence. Muach has
been made by the too enthusiastic frivnds
of Prussia of her superior chances at sen:
but the truth is that hers Pruossis com-
pares even less favorably than France. Her
tonnage when the fres towos are incloded is
greater thau that of France; but she has only
three fron-clads and some five hundred aud
forty-nine guns with which to confront the
reatly more powerful navy of Napoleon. o
ar, therefore, as immedinte resources go, the
chances must be regarded 83 in favor of
France, In commection with this part of the
subject it is always to be borne in mind that
for rapidity of exeoution the French have no
rivala on the face of the earth, It took Prus-
8ia twenty years to turn out her one million
needle guus. PFrance has manufaotared her
one million two hundred thonsand Chassapots
in & couple of years. Ina protracted struggle
Prussia might prove herself the most endariog;
but as a protracted struggle is impoasible, as
the fight, if it takes place now, must be short,
sharp and decisive, the chauces are infinitely
in favor of Frauce.
There is but one consideration that can in-
duce ns to modity this judgment, which is that
tugsia aud Ansiria wmny bs dragged into the
contest, The neutrality of Ituly, of Spain, of
Portogal, of Switzerland, of Bulgium, of Hol-
land may be taken for granted. Itis not so
easy to declde on the probable vonrse of aither
EKussia or Austria, That there ia a good
nnderstanding between King William apd the
Czar Alexander is an opinion which has bean
generally entertained siuce thelr late mesting
at BSehwalbach., It is doubtfal, however,
whether this good understanding amonnts
to an alliance oifeveive and defeusive. It ia
our opinion, as we have sald before, that if
Napoleon asks no mors than that France shall
bave the Riine for her northern“sod north-
eastern frontier RHussia will not interfers,
Russia is not in a position, financially or
otherwise, to conrt war. Austria, if she doss
interfere, will take the side of France; but
Austrisn ipterference can ouly follow that of
Russia, and Austrin hus even stronger reasous
than those of her powsrful rival to desire the
continnaunoe of ponoa, Russie and Austria oat
of the flsld the vontest wonld be brief, brilliant,
aud conclusive. Ruossia and Austris in the
fleld it is lwpossible w say where, when, or
how the struggle wight end. Great Britain
bas a deep uvational intersst in Belglum. It is
a kisgdom of bher own crestivg. To her absorp-
tion by France she caouot bs Indifferent; Ibut
ag she did pot fight for Hanover, the ancisnt
throune of her present royal race, and until
recently a virtoal part of the ampire, tha prs-
aum . tion i that shs will not fight for Balginm,
In this stropgls the probable courss of Soutll
Germapy wust not be taken futo accouut.

build ships and sell or sail them at a profit,
and take a fresh start geuerally in their
oareer of material progress, they muost look to

Parties aml the People.

In connuection with efther the prospect or
the existence of the Rebellion, or with the
great question of restoration, we have had
three appeals to the prople, The flrst was in
1800. Then the question was, shall those
who intimidate the country by the threat of
war, in the event of their defeat, control the
Government ! Hven the Demoorats were mot
upited, and the Republican party oblained the
gncoession.,

The advent of this new party to power was
warked by moderation. It held ont the olive
brauch of peace. It took the defensive atti.
tude. It gpid:—*“If yon of the South attack
the Government, our pledge is revordsd to
defend it; but we contemplate no aggression
upon established institutions.” This was no
new attitude on the part of the incoming party.
It hiad never Leen identified with abolitionists.
It had opposed slavery in the Territories only
—and that was a fair ficld for the antagonism.
The result of this territorial conflict was to
decide the Listory of the nation for many
generations to come. But the Demooratic
party in the Houth had distinotly threatensd
disnuion in case this coutest ghould result in
favor of the free labor system, and it kapt its
word. It is true that when Fort SBumter was
attacked, the whole North was swayed by the
patriotic enthusiasm of the moment. Bat
soon there was a schism awmong Northern
Demoorats—a division upon the very queation
of maintaining the Union.

Aud what was the resalt? When the Re-
publican party agaln appealed to the peopls,
in 1504, & large portion of the old Demooratic
party refused to support the Chicago Conven-
tion which nominated MoClsllau and Pendle-
ton. That Convention was an insnlt to the
people; it assumed that the republio conld
not maintain itzelf pgainst rebellion; it voun-
selled a surrender. That iuvitation oams to
the people a8 ''an idls wind whick they re-
spected wot;"” and MeClellun gained only
twenty-one electoral vores,

Two years later, in 1566, a third appeal waa
made, The war was over. The disbanded
goldlera 0! the Union army had returoed to
perveful pursuits; the soldiers of the Confeda-
derate army had returned homs with their
paroles in their pockets. The gnestion was
uo longer ons of maintaiving the war sgainst
rebellion, for the nation hail gainsd & com-
plete victory—=n victory which was cowplete,
be it remembeyed, ouly beosnse ws refused to
follow the cowardly advice of those who da-
precated nothing so muoh as the consnmms-
tion of suoh a triumph.

The expulsion of the megroes from (hs
(leorgin Legislature ia parnaps the most note-
worthy event sinee the Chicago Convention
congratnlated the country on the foal ucess4
and signal trinmph of the Reconstraction
mensures of Congress, It is conducive to
publio instruotion and to the formation of a
gound judgment, that this “outraga™ took
place before the inauguration of Seymour and
Blair, before their election, before aven tha
Presidentisl canvass s vyet fully opsned. It
has ocvaurred while the Rump Congress is yet
supreme, while the President i bounnd in
legislative fetters, and the powers of which he
is despolled are divided betwesn the radical
Bendte and the radical General of the army.
There could ba no conditicn of things at the
Federal capital more favorable to (he snccess
of the new State governments. And yet the
experiment has
down in the most jwportant of tha recon-
glructed States.

Those who have doubted whether the nagro
povernments can be transformed by psacafal
weang, need have no  further misgivings.

pervades the Lagislature to make sny chaugas
which may be desmed desirable. Haviog
braved the [osuns of Congress and takeo

this  step, at & thwe when Cougress
is ommipstent, they will readily go

dential election. It 18 demonstrated that the
whols thivg can by managed withont resort-
ing to any action ontside of the new State
LOVernments or to insurrection agaiost them,
by the easy and peaceful metbod of controll-
ing thoge governments and mukivg them the
agents of their own roformation. We hava long
had fall faith 1o the fensibility of this msthod of
operation, and therefore saw no necessity for
concerning oursalves with their divect over-
throw. liver gince it became cortain that
these governments wouald be orgavized, our
advice 1is been to get contral of them, as tha
cheapest and shortest way of elimivating the
nuegro wlement frow Sowharn politivs, The
fagt that the whites are a majority in most of
the Stalés enables them to do what they
please, now that Congress has formally sur-
yendered control by recognizing the State
(Governments, It has no longer any pratext

for interfering except to uphold ths new Gov- |

ernments against competitoos, aud if mno
competing governments are organized, and
uecessary ohanges are made by controlling saud
remodelling these de fucto governmunts, Coa-
gress is powerless to arrest the resoction, aven
dnring the short remaining periol of radieal
supremacy. Norcan the President bs called
upon to protect the nos governments if they
are wade the instraments of their own trans-
formation.

If, as the Tvibune and its Georgia corraspon-
dents cluim, the Btate Constitution liss bean
violated by the expuision of the negroes, the
prospect is all the more encouraging. Cougress
has been, for the last six years, tewhing the
doctrine that a constitation is whatsver its in-
terpreters choose to make it. The Legislature
of Uieorgia are apt pupils, Whea Congress
excluded the Sonthern Representatives, three
years ago, its strong polnt was the naguestion-
able anthority of each House to juniga of the
qualifioations of its own members. Whather
they decide right or wrong thera i3 no supw
rior authority to review thelr decision. Tue
Ueorgia Legislature acts upon the sawme prin-
cipla, I, as well as Congress, is the
sole judge of the election and qaalificstions
of its members, and its decisions sre eqnally
exemwpt from review. If it exolades those
whom the Btate Coustitation adin'ts thers i3
uo wmwode of redress any more than wheun Con-
gréss exclnded members whom ths Constitu-
tion ol the United States would admit, A State
Constitution, as wall as the Federal Constitu
tion, may be a thing of wax in the hwds of its
interpreters; and if it be troe, as the radicals
claim, that the expulsion of the mnegrovs is a
violation of the Georgia Constitntic s, they are
only made to swallow a small doge of (hsir own
medicine,

Let ns hope that this exclosion will oparats
a8 a snlatary check on negro Insolenss, It i
a2 complete a deuial of thair politioal vgnally,
48 exolusion from the suffrage, Negro offits
holding i8 & logical consequenca of uegro
volivg. Exclusion frowm office whils they are
permitted 1o vote, will make them disoon
tented apd mutinous. The withholdiog of
the one privilege leaves them the diapraition,
and the conferring of the other gives tham the
power to be tronblesome, Such an nsonsis-
tenoy caunot long continue; and as the pubiic
gentiment of Gaorgia does not tolarate negro
oflice-holding, it will presently discovaer that
the tranquility of the State regnires tha sup.
rlraslou of negro votlng. Tha axpalled mewm-

wrs will take good care to {dentify the two
rights a8 rauninslly involving each other, They
are the common oifspring of the dootrine of
negro equulity. The people of Georgis, 1o
avold oue, will soomer or later extinguish
Loth, It is fortnpate that the negroas will
discover Lhat they have L.en humbogged
while their pretendsd :riund,-«, ths radicals,
arve still in power. It will tuen thelr weath
againgt those who have fed them with falss
hopes, Delore the tiwe comes for readjastiog
thie suffrage, they will have coased to care a1y-
thing about it, iussmuch as it (3 & mers privi=
lri;d of l.‘ll‘i‘”lll; white 1men to office.
